In Trouble 


The packers were already in 
trouble when the book appeared 
in 1906. They fought back. But 
what Sinclair had told of the 
methods used, the lack of inspec- 
tion, the absence of sanitation, the 
cheating of workers in rents and 
real estate sales with tricky con- 
tracts were about 99 per cent 
true. Adulterations, false labeling, 
use of harmful dyes, acids and 
impurities were common. America 
was growing up, moving from the 
farm to the city. And there were 
few laws to protect the people. 

Doubleday, Page & Co., publish- 
ers of Sinclair’s book, sent their 
own lawyers and a committee se- 
cretly to investigate. They report- 
ed conditions worse than depicted 
in the book. The committee re- 
port shocked and angered the na- 
tion. 

The New York Evening Post, in 
a parody, summed up the picture 
well: 

“Mary had a little lamb, 

And when she saw it sicken, 

She shipped it off to Packingtown, 
And now its labeled chicken.”

Urban renewal technicians end- 
ed a two-day clinic here Tuesday, 
strongly urging city leaders to 
rally their forces against creeping 
slums before the menace gets too 
big to handle. 

Staffers of the American Coun- 
cil to Improve our Neighborhoods 
(ACTION) told delegates from 19 
different states they have too much 
invested in central urban areas to 
let them be destroyed by blight. 

ACTION’s technical manager, 
Robert F. Foeller, with a dra- 
matic presentation of slide pro- 
jections, reemphasized a point 
made over and over again 
throughout the clinic sessions: Ur- 
ban renewal is a job which is vital 
to the entire community and one 
which demands total support from 
all elements if it is to work. 

There are some areas in almost 
all cities, he said, that have build- 
ings which have deteriorated too 
far to be salvaged. Cities must 
work out intelligent, economically 
feasible plans for clearing and re- 
developing these areas, he said.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The United States succeeded 
Tuesday in again getting the Unit- 
ed Nations to sidetrack the ques- 
tion of Red China’s membership.

Chester Bowles’ Compromise Plan Urged 
As ‘Out for Both Sides in Formosa Crisis 


Charlestown, R.I.—It is appal- 
ling to realize the equanimity and 
nonchalance with which the peo- 
ple of this country have followed 
United States foreign policy as 
it has walked the hairline that di- 
vides war and peace. The present 
situation is typical. 

Persons in every walk of life 
realize that the problem of work- 
ing toward permanent peace 
transcends the question of wheth- 
er or not the United States should 
now go to war over Quemoy and 
Matsu. They demand that any 
settlement of the differences be- 
tween Red and Nationalist China 
be a step toward this objective. 


Many internationalists are ral- 
lying to a plan proposed by Ches- 
ter Bowles, former United States 
ambassador to India. It proposes 
that Formosa should become a 
separate political entity — a na- 
tion with representatives in the 
United Nations — its independ- 
ence accepted and guaranteed by 
the United Nations and by Red 
China. It proposes that Red China 
be recognized and given her 
rightful position in the United Na- 
tions. 

This plan eradicates the myth 
that Chiang Kai-shek and several 
million persons on Formosa 
should represent and speak for 
600 million people on the main- 
land. It advocates Communist 
China’s admission into the Unit- 
ed Nations, which in turn would 
decrease its dependence on 


constructive plan for settling the 
differences between the warring 
Chinese factions should be given 
top priority at Warsaw.

But life isn’t all comic pages and 
really to live we must be up-and- 
at-it, pushing our way ahead lest 
we get run over by all of the 
human steam-rollers that are 
around us.

Panel Votes 
Plumbing 


Revisions

Nine of 11 proposed amendments 
to city plumbing ordinances were 
approved Tuesday by the alder- 
manic board’s sewer committee 
and two others were held for fur- 
ther study. 

The. committee sanctioned the 
nine with only minor changes. 

Held was a measure to require 
“the certified contracting plumb- 
er, who approved plans . . . and 
obtained a permit (for any job) to 


sign an affidavit that he person- 
ally supervised the work and that 
it conformed to the plumbing or- 
dinance. 


The second measure deferred 
would require all plumbing work 
to be done “‘by skilled certified 
journeymen plumbers under the 
actual supervision and direction 
of a certified contracting 
plumber.”’ 


Committeemen in one instance 
want to study elimination of the 
words “‘skilled’’ and “actual’’ 
from the proposal and also the 
exemption of small jobs possibly 
up to $150 in value. 


Robert Strickland, president of 
the Associated General Contrac- 
tors, Inc., urged elimination of 
the affidavit, saying it would 
change a 50-year-old custom in At- 
lanta where utility contractors get 
sub-contracts for doing work in 
streets or roads. He warned that 
jurisdiction disputes might de- 
velop, that installation costs might 
be forced up with no compensat- 
ing advantage to the public. 


The nine proposals approved set 
up qualifications for those seek- 
ing contracting and journeyman 
plumbers examinations. 

They also spell out definitions 
and requirements. 

The approved proposals will be 
offered at the Oct. 6 meeting of 
the aldermanic board. Those held 
will be considered at the Oct. 14 
meeting of the sewer committee.

Arthritis Baffles 
Medical Profession 


“The more we know, the less 
we know” is apropos of arthritis 
as it stands today. The disease 
continues to baffle the medical 
profession, even though more 
progress has been made in our 
knowledge of the disease during 
the last decade than in centuries 
before. 

This is particularly true of the 
chemistry of rheumatoid arthrit- 
is. Researchers in this field have

been studying the blood for years. 
During the acute stage of the 
disease, there is an increase in 
the number of white cells, the 
sedimentation rate, and the C- 
reactive protein level. 

But this information is of Iit- 
tle benefit because these changes 
merely indicate the presence of 
inflammation; they are found in 
appendicitis and other inflamma- 


tory disorders. The only value 
to these tests is to help the phy- 
sician determine whether a dis- 
ease is active or on the wane. 


But improved instruments and 
technics have given chemists new 
opportunities to study the blood 
of arthritics. They discovered that 
sensitized sheep’s cells clump to- 
gether when added to the se- 
rum of patients with arthritis. 
This means there is something in 
their blood not present in the 
blood of nonarthritics. 


This substance has been 
dubbed the rheumatoid factor, 
and there is a mad rush te iso- 
late it. When this occurs, a clue 
will be offered toward a remedy 
or preventive. Several chemicals 
have been uncovered in the lab- 
oratory, and at present the rheu- 
matoid factor appears to be a 
glycoprotein. 

Chemical research eventually 
will produce a reliable test for 
rheumatoid arthritis. This is need- 
ed because many persons have 
aches and pains in various 
joints and there is no way to 
tell whether these discomforts 
are due to early arthritis or are 
of muscular origin. In addition, 
there are various types of arthrit- 
is, and treatment varies accord- 
ing to the cause.

For this purpose he needed 
three entries but apparently had 
only two—the ace of clubs and 
the ace of diamonds. However, 
South decided to rely upon a ruse 
to get into dummy at the proper 
moment. He led a diamond to 
the ace and ruffed a diamond. 
Then came the club 6 and when 
West played low, declarer put in 
the jack. 

The remaining diamond was 
now ruffed and declarer was down 
to the A-10 of hearts. The king of 
clubs was then overtaken with 
the ace and on a club return East 
was caught with his J-9 of hearts 
under South’s A-10. 

All of which was a tidy per- 
formance which West might have 
broken up had he been equal to 
an imaginative play. It should 
have been apparent when South 
discontinued trumps after two 
rounds and ruffed himself in with 
a diamond that he was shorten- 
ing his own trumps for the execu- 
tion of a grand coup. 

When the club 6 was led West 
could have beaten the hand by 
playing the queen. This play 
would destroy a valuable entry 
and deprive declarer of access to 
the dummy at the crucial mo- 
ment.

Baker County, in southwest Georgia, was formed from Early 
County on Dec. 12, 1825, making it the 6ist county to be organized 
in the state. Eleven years after its formation, a company of Geor- 
gia militia defeated a band of Indians in one of the largest battles 
of the Creek Indian War. However, it wasn’t too bloody. Only 
nine of the 300 Indians involved in the Battle of Chickasawhachee 
were killed. One white man was killed. But the swamp battle did 
prevent the Creeks from joining the Seminoles who were fighting 
Federal troops in Florida.

For after beating British star Roger Wethered in the finals, 
7 and 6, Jones came back across the Atlantic again to capture the 
British Open at Hoylake with a score of 291, then returned home to 
win the U.S. Open at Interlachen Country Club, Minneapolis, Minn., 
and the U.S. Amateur at Merion Cricket Club, Ardmore, Pa. 

This almost unbelievable feat of four major championships in 
one year has never been equaled and probably never will be. 

Following his 8-and-7 triumph over Gene Homans in the finals 
of the U.S. Amateur to complete the Slam, Bob retired from com- 
petitive golf. At 28 he had won 13 major championships (five U.S. 
Amateurs, four U.S. Opens, three British Opens and One British 
Amateur) and there just weren't any more golfing worlds to con- 
quer. 

So, looking back to the days of 1930 and 1927 when he won the 
British Open there, it is small wonder that Bob Jones today is quite 
beside himself with happiness as he anticipates his return to St. An- 
drews next month as non-playing captain of the U.S. team that 
will compete in the first World Team Championships, Oct. 8-11. 

More than 30 nations will send teams to battle for the Eisen- 
hower Trophy, but it goes without saying that the one all Scotland 
will be looking forward to seeing is its beloved Bobby Jones. 

Bobby has not been back to St. Andrews since 1936. That was a 
sort of impromptu visit. En route to the Olympic Games at Berlin, 
Germany, Bob and his party decided to stop off and play St. An- 
drews. When word got around that Jones was going to play the 
Old Course, a crowd of 4,000 swarmed around the first tee.
